Th& Treaty with the Prairie Indians. 


(jol. MITCHKLL and Major FJTZPATRICK, • 


the ('onnnisshners, accompanied by several 
private gentlemen and fifteen Indians from 
tbe Westurn Plnins, who are on their way 
to this city, arrived at St. Louis on thc21»t 
ult. 


The Treaty was concluded and signed by 


th e Commibsioners and Indians on the 17th 
September. It guaranties to the latter thd 
payment, of Sod,000 annually, in money -of 
goods, for fifty years, upon their faithful 
compliance during that time with the terms 
of the treat}-. The Indians are required to 
abstain from hostile depredations upon thu 
whites, whether emigrants or otherwise} 
and to p;vy due regard to the advice and re- 
quirements of the United States Superinten- 
dent of Indian Affairs. 


There were Between six and seven tLous^ 


and Indians in the council, representing the 
following tribes, viz. Cheyenne's, Siouij 
Arapahocs, Crows, Snakes, Assiniboines, 
Grosvehtres, Ariekaras,, and Miindans. — 
The council wits in session twelve days, and 
about sixty thousand dollars worth of good* 
were distributed among the Indiins before 
it was dissolved. 


The Delegation which is on its way to 


this city consists of three CLeyennes, tbred 
Arapahoes, four Sious, one AsMniboirie;, 
and two Ottoes, each with their squaws.— 
They Lave with them tiro interpreters. — 
TLere was a Crow brave in the delegation 
who came aS far as Brunswick, when, whilst 
the boat lay up during the night, he sud- 
denly left, without notice to any one, and 
no trace could be obtained of him. 
The 


supposition entertained was, that he had be- 
come Lome-sick and tired, and would attempt 
to return to his nation. 


With the exception of one of the Araja- 


loes, none of these Indians had before seen 
ihe white settlements, and consequently 
:heir journey (as we learn from the St. Louis 
Republican, whose Editor was one of Col. 
Mitchell's party) has been one of great woii- 
der, and in some cases of alarm and fear.— 
Except what they had seen at Fort Laramie 
and Fort Kearny, they kne w nothing of iiid 
white man's lodges : but their greatest a^ 
tonishraent was in seeing a steamboat, and 
.heir fear? were excessive upon going jipoS 
t. They called it the fire-horse, and it was 
a considerable time before they could recon- 
cile themselves to "the noise and confusion" 
of blowing off steam, the, steam whistle, 
ringing the bell, &c. At first the motion of 
the boat made some of them sick ; but thev 
are among the most intelligent of their res- - 
pective tribes, and in time became reconci- 
led aud quieted. They were highlv delight 
ed when they saw the "fire-horse's brother, 
(another steamboat.) with a papoose" (the 
yawl ) hiiched to his tail, ascending the riv- 
er. 
Thus tar. as soon as their apprehension 


of danger had subsided, they became quite 
inquisitive, and highly clelig'hted with every 
thing they met with. They were to remain 
a few days in St. Louis before coming 
Eastward. — Xiit. fnt. 


The Tariff of 1846. 


The rv'ew Vorlc Times, in an article on thi* 


subject, truly remarks — 


The whole tendency of the free-trade sys- 


tem, as applied to American interests, is to 
drive labor from the workshop to the soil. 
Those, whom the farmer has been feeding] 
in their turn become farmers and feed them- 
selves. :S"ot only is a cheap and directly 
accessible home market thus destroyed, but 
tbe foreign market is subject to a competi- 
tion which leaves no profit after the liquida- 
tion of freight and charges : and, in conse- 
quence, the cultivator witnesses a gradual 
decline of prices, destined to be accelerated 
by every addition to the population. 
The 


immigrant, instead of becoming a customer, 
becomes a competitor of the agriculturist—^ 
The r.:;ly work ieft open for him is field 
work : aud to that he must apply himself so 
long ash yields any profit at all ; and thmt 
from a buyer he passes into a selJer of bread- 
stuffs. 
Ths system, we say, not only tends 


to weigh down the tiHer of the soil with 
taxes, but overwhelms him with competition j 
and furnishes no better refuge from these 
ills than the markets of England. 


At this moment, before tie crop of 1851 


is offerwl abroad, the range of prices is too 
low at Liverpool to justify tbe smallest 
operations. The merchant refuses to make 
an\ purchases for shipment ; and those onf- 
sidtrs who now and then efce out a cargo 
with grain, do «) with invariable loss. We 
do not, as has been justly remarked, export 
cnoagh brcadstaffs to pay fw the manufac- 
tures of si3ks which the vanity of oar wo- 
mankind requires. This for* tie present, 
and what omen of a hapj.kr condition of 
things have we in th« future J
